G.S Jt. 1735. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 
309 of the Constitution, and in supersession of the Regional Labour Commis- 
sioner (Central) Recruitment Rules, 1958, published with the notification of the 
Government of India in the late Ministry of Labour and Employment, No. G.S.R. 
509, dated the 25th April, 1959, the President hereby makes the following rules 
regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Regional Labour Com- 
missioner (Central), namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Re- 
gional Labour Commissioner (Central) Recruitment Rules, 1967. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of post, its classification and scale of pay. — The number of the 
post, its classification and the scale of pay attached to it, shall be as specified 
in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method 
■of recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters con- 
nected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to i3 of the Schedule afore- 
said.
